This is perhaps 
because he fills the * Pageant ' . . . 
with human love and human regret. 

The words live in the memory 
like the lines of Wordsworth's * Ode 
on Immortality/ and like them they 
fill the heart with tenderness and the 
eyes with tears.* ... * Year after 
year — generation after generation — 
the truth and fidelity and beauty of

William Morris has now made part of 
English literature by writing them out 
again for us in English, reproducing, 
as his alone can do of living men's, 
the tone, the colour, the charm of the 
Middle Ages." 

Of these four tales, Mr. Pater's pref- 
erence for Li Amitiei de Ami et Amile, 
would go far towards deciding which 
one possessed the greater and more 
enduring charm. . . .
